Scandal Still up to Landis

have been expected form the earlier 
tendency of baseball to talk lightly 
about the New York Giant scandal, 
the annual winter meetings of the 
major league club owners 
passed 
with only veiled references to the a t­ 
tempt at bribery which caused Cozy 
Dolan and Jimmy O’Connell to lie 
banished from baseball. 
The National League passed reso­ 
lutions endorsing the administration 
of Commissioner Landis and prais­ 
ing the way the scandal was handled 
bv the Commissioner and John 
A. 
Heydler. the National League presi­ 
dent. Heydler in hi- annual report i 
said it w as: about trine for the Na- j 
tional League to he freed from the j 
attacks of aji unnamed 'person. Per­ 
haps it was meant as a slap at Ban 
Johnson, who -aid 
some 
nasty 
tilings about the league and some of 
its members when the Dolan-O’Con- 
nell scandal was made public. 
The American League also took an 
indirect slap at its president 
hv 
passing resolutions assuring 
the 
Commissioner that 
tlu* 
American 
League was with him and by 
ap ­ 
pointing a committee to attempt a 
reconciliation between Johnson and 
Landis. 


But the onlv reference to 
the 
scandal was contained in a Nation­ 
al League resolution that the inves­ 
tigation of the Dolan-O’Connell ease 
never would lie dropped. 
Perhaps if Commissioner Landis 
had been able to preside over 
the 
joint meetings of the two 
leagues 
something might have leaked 
out 
about the inside of tlu* scandal. Ev­ 
eryone believes there wa- an inside 
to it even if tlu* elub owners would 
have it believed that everything has 
been told and that there isn’t 
any 
more to tell. 
If it is true that there is nothing 
more to the scandal than xvliat has 
been made public, why doesn’t 
the 
commissioner of baseball make pub­ 
lic tlu* testimony that was 
taken 
from Dolan and O’Connell ? If there 
is more to the scandal than what has 
been related and if the publication 
of the testimony would give 
away 
any information that might 
block 


iirs't shock was followed by a skep­ 
tical 
opinion, ‘TIow long has this 
been going on ?’”

VIOLATED TERMS, IS CHARGE 


Complaint is Made That Disarma- 


ment Obligations Have Not Been 


Carried Out by Germany

Paris, Dee. 26—The allied will in- 


form Germany that British 
troops 


will not evacuate Cologne, "by Jan- 
nary 10 as .stipulated in the Ver- 
sailles treatry.

The reason given will he thai Ger- 


many htis not fulfilled her disarma- 
ment obligations. 


This, the United Press learned will 


lie a joint answer .to representations 
concerning the evacuation made by 
German ambassadors at allied cap- 
itals. 


Reports from Berlin indicate the 


Germans are exercised because the 
First or Cologne zone, is not to be 
evacuated as povided in Article 420 
of the Versailles treaty. This called 
for a return of the first zone of oc- 
cupied Germany within five years of 
the coming into effect of the treaty, 
or by January 10. 1025. 


The allied attitude, however, 
is 


that provision was made that Ger- 
many must 'have faithfully carried 
ttiit other conditions of the treaty. 
The principal one of these had to do 
with disarmament of Germany. 


A report of the inter-allied con- 


trol commission regarding-Germnny*s 
disarmament was received yester- 
day by Marshal Foch's interallied 
military committee, which met 
to 


make recommendations about 
the 


evacuation of 
Cologne. 
It. 
was 


learned fiiat the report 
indicated 


that Germany lias not fulfilled 
tJie 


treaty requirements. 


The council of allied ambassadors 


will meet Friday to discuss 
Mar- 


shall Foch's recommendations and 
undoubtedly will decide that 
Col- 


ogne shall not be evacuated. 


That Germany herself knows this 


is indicated by the fact that when 
the Geiinan ambassador at London 
called upon 
Austin 
Chamberlain, 


British foreign secretary and 
pre- 


sented his government's demand for 
evacuation of Cologne, he suggested 
that Great Britain reply separately 
indicating to Germany some good 
reason why evacuation could not be 
effect at present. The reason 
as 


both Chamberlain and the German 
envoy knew was that the 
French 


would promptly move in if the Brit- 
ish moved out. 


But Great 
Britain declined 
to 


make a separate reply.
